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Preface 


This book attempts to give a partial picture of Sampson 
county, its past, and its possible future. It has a two- 
fold purpose: first, to acquaint Sampson county citizens 
with their county; and second, to furnish authenic infor- 
mation to outsiders about Sampson county which will help 
them get a true picture of the possibilities it possesses. 

The information contained herein has been carefully 
checked and re-checked, and all chapters of a statistical 
nature were prepared by the various organizations and 
bureaus on the subjects they represent. It is our belief 
that all historical data recorded here is substantially 
correct, and for that which may be in error, we can only 
ask for the kind forebearance of any who may be aggrieved 
because of it. 

For accuracy of statement, we have sought to be pains- 
taking. However great the effort to prevent mistakes, 
though, it is only natural that some will creep in. The 
data concerning towns other than Clinton was compiled by 
the residents of each, and the assistance we have receiv- 
ed has been marked by extraordinary kindness and generos- 
ity, for which we here express our sincerest thanks. 

To the advertisers who so generously supported this 
effort with advertising, we extend special thanks. With- 
out their support, the task would have been impossible. 
Readers, we are sure, will look upon their advertisements 
as helping to complete the picture of Sampson county. 

The first edition of the Sampson County Year Book was 
published in 1946. By comparison with this, the 1956-57 
issue, our readers wiil note phenomenal changes in the 
growth and developement of the county within the past de- 
cade. We hope to publish the Year Book periodically in 
the future. Each issue will be dedicated to the most 
outstanding business or civic achievement of the year in 
which it is published, and will be based on the service 
rendered to the county at large. 

If these pages help to better inform Sampson county 
citizens about their county, and others about the great 
possibilities yet awaiting developement here, our efforts 
will be greatly repaid. 
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Sampson county — the largest in the state — was created 
in 1784 by Act of Assembly dividing Duplin county. Dup- 
lin was formed in 1750 from the Northern portion of New 
Hanover. Other divisions of New Hanover in 1795, 1847, 
1870 and 1872, annexing various parts of the county to 
Sampson, account in part for its present size. 

Although Sampson as a political subdivision of the 
State did not exist prior to 1784, settlers began arriv- 
ing in the area now comprising the county as early as 
1740, taking up land for the most part on or near the 
large streams. Many of these were of Scotch-Irish des- 
cent, with a fair sprinkling of English, French and Swiss 
immigrants moving in later. 

The present population consists mainly of descendants 
of the pioneers and of those who came later. The propor- 
tion of Negroes is quite large, and small colonies of In- 
dians live on South River and in Herring township. 

Sampson county is in the southeastern part of North 
Carplina. The topography is gently rolling, although 
many flat areas occur. The elevation above sea level 
ranges from about 65 feet to 200 feet. The mean annual 
temperature is 61.7 degrees, and the annual growing sea- 
son is 222 days. Average yearly rainfall is 47.15 inches. 

Clinton, the county seat, is the oldest town. It was 
incorporated in 1852. Other towns in the order of their 
incorporation are: Roseboro, Autryville, Salemburg, Gar- 
land, Turkey, Parkersburg, Newton Grove and Harrells. 

Sampson county’s most noted sons were William Rufus 
King, elected Vice-president of the United States in 1852, 
and Gabriel Holmes, governor of North Carolina from 1821 
to 1824. A monument to King stands on the court house 
square, and historical markers on U. S. highway 701, point 
to the birthplace of each.

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TRANSPORTATION AND UTILITIES 


Sampson county is served by two branches of the Atlan- 
tic Coast Line Railroad, one of the branches crossing the 
county and the other having its terminal at Clinton. 
Three major bus lines provide highway transportation to 
all portions of the county. 

The county has its share of other public utilities. 
The Carolina Power and Light Company provides electricity 
for its own distribution line and sells current to the 
Rural Electrification Authority Membership Corporations - 
at several points in the county. The Clinton office has 
20 employees and serves approximately 7,500 customers 
with 500 miles of urban and rural lines. 

The Carolina Telephone and Telegraph Company has ex- 
changes at Clinton, Roseboro, Garland, and Newton Grove. 
Clinton has 2,202 telephones, Roseboro 399, Garland 109, 
and Newton Grove 178. This company has invested approxi- 
mately one million dollars in telephone plants in Samp- 
son county and has an annual payroll of $75,000.00 or 
more. Twenty-eight people are employed regularly. 

The Cumberland—Sampson Telephone Membership Corporation 
has automatic dial exchanges in four rural communities. 
Coharie has 359 subscribers, Six Runs 204, Herring 324, 
and Harrells 285. Approximately $600,000.00 was spent on 
this recently completed project, which includes one ex- 
change in Cumberland County, and an office building in 
Clinton. Between ten and twelve people will be employed 
regularly. The annual payroll is approximately $25,000.00 
Headquarters are in Clinton. 

The Railway Express Agency and the Western Union Tele- 
graph Company also have agencies in the county. 

Towns in Sampson county served by the Wilmington—Fay- 
etteville branch of the ACL are: Autryville, Roseboro, 
Garland and Ivanhoe. On the branch which runs from War- 
saw to Clinton, the time-table shows stations at Turkey 
and Moltonville. One train is operated each way daily, 
one for freight and the other for express. 

The Queen City Trailways operates 14 schedules through 
Clinton daily on its Fayetteville—Kinston and Fayette- 
ville—Jacksonville runs. All points on the highways a-

The Sampson County Historical Museum is located in the 
Clinton courthouse. Collections are on display here as 
old as the county itself, and life as it was lived in the 
early days is depicted in the various items pertaining to 
home-making, farming, the arts and crafts, styles ot 
dress, industry and modes of warfare,schools and religim. 


Numerous old maps, paintings and photographs, offer a 
glimpse into the past, while diaries, Civil War letters, 
and journals, bring alive the thoughts and actions of the 
citizens of by-gone days. Much family history has also 
been collected. 


The Museum is open each Wednesday afternoon from 2:30 
to 5 o’clock, and by appointment for large groups. Mrs. 
Taft Bass is custodian.

“THE CONFEDERATE STATES” 


The “Stars and Bars” was the first flag of The Confederate States 
and was adopted by the Confederate Congress in session at Mont- 
gomery, Alabama, February 16, 1861. (Top Left) 


The “Battle Flag’ was designed by General Beauregard, and 
adopted by General Joseph E. Johnston after the first battle of 
Manassas and afterward adopted by the Confederate Congress. 
The reason for the adoption of said “Battle Flag” was that in 
this first battle- of Manassas the “Stars and Bars” was, in the 
smoke of battle, several times mistaken for the ‘Stars and 
Stripes” and vice-versa. This remained as the “Battle Flag” 
until the close of the war. (Lower Left) 


On May 1, 1863, the Confederate Congress adopted this flag as 
the “National Flag” of The Confederate States. (Top Right) 


On March 4, 1865, the Confederate Congress adopted this design 
as the “National Flag” of The Confederate States, for the reason 
that when the flag adopted on May 1, 1863, fell limp around the 
staff it looked like a flag of truce—the white only showing: 
therefore the red bar was put across the end so it could never 
be mistaken for a flag of truce. | (Lower Right )

In addition to the superintendent, the Clinton camp has 
14 regular employees. Most of the prisoners work on the 
roads. Others are employed on the farm and in maintenance 
of the plant.

COUNTY UNIT 


A.total number of 523 persons were employed in 1955-56 
by the Sampson County Board of Education. The monthly 
salaries of the teachers ranged from $140. 00 to $423.00 
per month. The salaries of the Principals ran from 
$335.00 to $597.00. The salary of the Superintendent is 
$666.00. Maintenance mechanics are paid from $195.00 to 
$426.00 per month. The janitors receive from $110.00 to 
$212.00. All school bus drivers are paid $22.00 monthly. 
The Attendance Officer receives $217.80. | 

The Federal Lunch Program is operated in all white 
schools, and Bland and Pleasant Grove Negro schools. The 
Federal Milk Program is operated in all schools except 
Rowan, Sweetberry and Oak Grove. An average number of 
4,492 meals and 1,414 one-half pints of milk are served 
daily. 

One special education teacher is employed in the county 
school system. She is Mrs. Charlotte Royal of the Salen— 
burg school. This program is designed to give special 
aid to exceptional children. These pupils are given a 
series of tests to determine who needs help. They are 
taken from the regular class rooms and taught in groups 
of approximately fifteen for one—half of the school day. 
Two such groups received this special instruction daily. 

Mrs. Iantha W. Mitchell, a special teacher in speech 
instruction —taught approximately seventy-five children 
from Herring, Halls, Newton Grove, Westbrook, and Plain 
View schools. This program is designed to help all 
pupils having speech problems. 

Mrs. Janie Barrus is Attendance Officer. She is empl- 
oyed eight months of the school term. 

There are 39,352 Library books, and 127,871 text—books 
in the county school unit. 

The cost of the actual operation of the schools is 
borne by the state. This cost involves transportation, 
instructional supplies, water, power and light. and the 
salaries of personnel. These salaries constitute the 
largest single item of expense.

The total amount spent by the State in Sampson County 
in 1954-55 was $1,263,004.57. An additional $46,251.71 
was spent from the state building fund. Expenditures 
from all funds ran the grand total to $1,818,642. 64. 

The offices of the County School Superintendent are lo- 
cated about two miles from Clinton in a renovated brick 
building formerly used as the County Home. 


CLINTON SCHOOL UNIT 


The Clinton City Schools operate independently of the 
county school system. A total of 161 people were empl- 
oyed in the five schools in 1955-56. All school person- 
nel in the Clinton unit are paid according to a salary 
schedule established by the State Board of Education. 

The salaries of the teachers ranged from $2,480.00 to 
$4,870.00 annually, and those of the Principals from 
$4,725.00 to $6,155.00. The salary of the Superinten- 
dent is $6,804. 00. } 

The salary schedule is based on the educational train- 


ing and the experience of each individual teacher. Oth- 
er employees include secretaries, janitors, maids, bus 


drivers, and maintenance and cafeteria personnel. 

In addition to the regular teachers, two band instruc- 
tors and two music teachers are employed. The Clinton 
school system has a total of 24,664 text books, and 
9,091 library books. 

Fach of the five schools has in oneration. a Grade A 
Cafeteria with facilities for serving lunch to its en- 
tire student body. A trained manager operates the cafe- 
terias under the provisions of the Federal Lunch Program. 
An average of 1,876 student lunches are served daily in 
the Clinton School unit.

The house is of heart pine construc- 
tion throughout. The most unusual feature is the ball- 
room with its domed ceiling and small square windows on 
all four sides of the walls. 

Patrick Murphy was born in 1801, and died in 1878. He 
represented Sampson county in the lower branch of the 
General Assembly during the war years Of 1864 and 1865. 
An oil portrait hangs in the Clinton courthouse. 


CHESNUTT HILLS, the Alabama home of Vice-President 
William Rufus King. He was a native of Sampson Co- 
unty.

The graves above are of a father, son and grandson, who fought in the three major 
wars of the nation, and who are buried side by side in the old family cemetery five 


miles south of Clinton. Lieutenant Byus Boykin fought in the Revolution, the young- 
est officer serving on the staff of General George Washington. His son, Thomas Boy- 
kin, was a Captain in the War of 1812. His grandson, Lieutenant Solomon Boykin, was 
killed in the Civil War. Not pictured are the graves of John and Solomon Boykin, who 
Served as privates in the company commanded by their brother, Captain Thomas Boykin 
in the War of 1812. This unique graveyard contains 22 Boykin headstones. 
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HAROLD COOK OF CLINTON, ereat-grandson of Perigrene Cook, 
Confederate soldier who invented what many people believe 
to be the fitrst automobile in North Carolina. He is shown 
holding the hand-forged crankshaft used to start the 
steam engine of the original machine. Only one steam 
buggy was built. It was never patented. Cook also has the 
boiler used in the horseless carriage. It was fired with 
pine knots gathered along the roadside and water was 
drawn from a wooden keg fitted with a home-made pump. 
Both the boiler and crankshaft may be seen at the Cook 
Machine Company, which is operated by Harold and his 
father, L. V. Cook. The steam buggy was invented in 1895. 


JAMES WILSON EAGER, Sampson County Register of Deeds dur- 
ing the Civil War. He buried Register’s seal in a swamp 
and packed other records away in secret places to save 
from destruction by Union troops.

This Junior College,with its unique educational system, 
was organized in 1912 as the Pineland School for Girls, an 
outgrowth of old Salemburg Academy. In 1935 Edwards Mili- 
tary Institute was added to the school system. 

At the present time there are three divisions of Fine- 
land College for Girls, and two divisions of Edwards Mil- 
itary Institute for Boys. These are: The Little Women 
School for Girls, with pupils from Kindergarten through 
the 5th grade; White Hall School for Girls, 6th through 
the gth grade; Pineland School for Girls, the 9th grade 
through Junior College. 

The Military divisions include Junior Barracks for Boys 
from Kindergarten through 8th grade; and Senior Barracks 
from 9th grade through Junior College. 

From a one-room log cabin in 1875, this unusual school 
has reached its present growth of 11 fine buildings. The 
physical plant is valued at Two Million Dollars, the title 
to which belongs to a non-denominational and non-profit 
organization. The only outside income is $2,000 annually, 
the interest on a $50,000 Duke Endowment Fund. 

This fully accredited Junior College operates the year 
around, accepting both day and boarding students. 
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SCHOOL HISTORY HIGHLIGHTS 


Much has been said and written pertaining to the educa- 
tional history of Sampson county, and many theories have 
been advance as to the first school, first teacher, etc. 
Thorough research would be required to cover the subject 
adeqnately and the findings would probabaly fill a good 
sized book. 

We look to the Indians for the first mention of schools 
in this area, and if a certain colonial project had been 
perfected as outlined, no doubt both the history of Samp- 
son county and the state at large would be different. 
From Rev. C. D. Brewington, an Indian scholar who has 
spent many years on research for his race, and who cites 
Ashe’ s History of North Carolina, the Colonial Records... 
and the records of New Hanover county as sources on the 
Subject, we offer his summary: 

“Under the heading VAUGHN’ S SCHEME FOR AN INDIAN ACAD- 
FMY OR SEMINARY, plans were presented to the Colonial 
Assembly of North Carolina, October 24, 1754, for the es- 
tablishment of the first educational institution for Ind- 
lans in the state. It was debated and tabled for a full 
hearing on January 11, 1755. 

Governor Dobbs had favored education for the Indians of 
tne colony. It seems by the record that Vaughn’s plans 
were approved by the Governor and Assembly. Only a few 
years prior in 1740, Mr. Vaughn had appropriated a large 
tract of land in what is now Sampson county, then New 
Hanover, near the site where Clinton is built, for the 
purpose of building an Academy or Seminary to educate and 
christianize the five civilized Indian tribes then living 
in Eastern North Carolina. He offered the _ services of 
100 slaves to clear the land and erect buildings for the 
current expenses. This was to be a permanent gift to the 
Indians of this section. His nephew, John Sampson, a 
member of Governor Dobb’s Council, was appointed director 
and manager of the school. 
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This splendid project for the education of the natives 
failed. The Seminary was never built. The five tribes 
were lost among the growing population of the English 
colony of the state and nation. Soon after these 
plans for the school had been established by law, the 
colonies were engaged in the Revolutionary War, and many 
of the sons of the NOBLE RED MEN, so called by Governor 
Dobbs, were enlisted in the cause for American Independ- 
ence. Although the governor fully approved Vaughn’ s 
Scheme for the Seminary, he changed his mind later and 
sought to kill the warriors and enslave the women.” 

There is ample proof that a sizable Indian village ex- 
isted in the Clinton area. A partially explored mound 
is quite near. The location of a buffalo pit is known, 
and numerous artifacts are to be found. Land granted by 
the King is still held by descendants of the original .. 
family. 


FIRST KNOWN WHITE SCHOOL 


From the yellowed pages of an old journal-diary kept by 
Richard Herring, a merchant-planter living near old Lis- 
bon on Black River, we learnof the first white schools. 
Twenty-eight pages of this interesting journal are miss- 
ing. It begins on page twenty-nine, In 1783, and runs 
through page thirty-three. 

It is possible that these missing pages would reveal 
much valuable history if they could be found. Richard 
Herring operated a gun manufacturing plant during: the 
Revolutionary War, which was over-run and destroyed by 
Tories, and was also active in political circles of the 
times. A monument has been erected by descendants. four 
miles east of Ingold, and a State Historical Marker to 
his memory will be found at another point. 

The following account is copied as written: 


WILLIAM SHARPLESS opened his School on the first day 
of March 1783. JOHN TREADWELL, 2 Scholars, RICHARD HERR- 
ING, 2 Scholars; NATHAN MEREDITH, 1, JOHN ‘PARKER, 1; 
WILLIAM ROBINSON, 1; WILLIAM CROMARTIE, 2; DUNCAN STEWART 
1: JAMES PARKER; 1; WILLIAM VANN, 2; GUARDIAN WILLIAM 
JONES, 1; WILLIAM STEWART, 4; DAVID BAILEY, 3; NICOLAS 
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FENNELL, 1; COL. MOLTON, 2; WILLIAM JONES, 1. 

Stephen Andres and his brother Samuel Andres entered 
School July 1783. When they. quit their schooling came to 
3/6 a peace... paid 7 shillings. Nov. 25, Jeremiah 
Holland began school.” 

The next mention of school is in 1789 when Mr. Herring 


writes that: Gabriel went to SOUTH RIVER to school on 


the 8th of June, 1789. Whether he went to a school con- 
ducted at a church by that name on the edge of Bladen 
county, or to a private school in the vicinity is not 
known. 

An unusual entry 1n the journal is offered below. It 
is copied as written. 


A STRANGE PHENOMINON 


On the morning of the 13th day of November, 1833, about 
five o’clock, the stars was discovered to be falling: from 
their station in greate numbers, running mostly from East 
to West, and continued so to do until Daylight closed the 
Sean. (Scene). 


CLINTON SCHOOL 


An interesting item in a composition book belonging to 
a young. lady attending the Clinton Female Institute be- 
tween 1853-1856, finds her in a disgruntled frame of 
mind. These words are scribbled in pencil: 

“Clinton is a pleasant village situated in the center 
of Sampson county. It has one Courthouse, 3 or 4 dry 
goods store, a few grocery stores and grog shops, 6 or 7 
angry and inquisitive women, 17 fice dogs and a bob-tail- 
ed yearling. There is also in the vicinity a Female Ins- 
titute where they learn the Sampson county young ladies 
to play the coquette.” 


COMMON SCHOOLS 


In 1839 a state law was. passed providing for the es- 
tablishment of a system of Common or Free schools. Since 
each county had the power to decide. by vote as to whether 
or not they should put this law into effect, and since it 
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involved the levying of a tax, many therefore did not 
establish the free schools. 

The system was adapted in Sampson county in 1854, and 
soon afterwards one-room school buildings were erected in 
each district. 


At the November term of the Sampson county Court of 
Pleas and Quarter Sessions, the Justices appointed a sup- 
erintendent for each of the twelve Common School distr- 
icts. They were: 

Archibald Monk, chairman; Joel Hines, Sampson D. 
Jackson, A. N. Johnson, F. B. Millard, Joel Parker, 
John Fowler, Wm. H. Herring, Joseph Herring, and Wm. L. 
Robinson. . 

In 1857 the court appointed. the superintendents as 
follows: Benjamin Hargroves, Finey Grove; Curtis Thom- 
son, Turkey; Richard Parrish, Taylors Bridge; Haywocd 
Boykin, Lisbon; John Fowler, Little Coharie and McDan- 
iels; Joseph Herring, honeycutts and Halls; Archibald 
Monk, Westbrooks; Willie B. Jackson, Mingo; John C. 
Williams, Dismal; and Wm. H. Herring, Clinton. 

During the Civil War and for some time afterwards, 
Sampson, like other counties in the southern states, nad 
practically no public schools. and had to rely on its 
few private academies for the major part of its educa- 
tional activities. 

In the period from 1821-1870, there were seven private 
schools chartered in the county; Clinton Academy, chart- 
ered in 1821; Line Academy, chartered in 1825; Holly 
Grove Academy, 1827; Spring Vale Academy, 1834; Clinton 
Female Institute, 1851; Graves School, 1854; and Frank- 
lin Academy, 1870. 

There were fifteen private schools in Sampson county 
in 1890; thirteen of them for whites and two for Neg- 
roes. Of these, Mrs. Wright’s school near Ingold, was 
considered one of the best. It educated a great number 
of pupils from Sampson and other counties who became 
leaders in the state and nation. Her son, John Herring 
Wright, who was the first president of Eastern Carolina 
Teacher’s College, was among the students. Both Negro 
schools were in Clinton. These were:. Clinton Union Edu- 
cational School, and Clinton Preparatory and Normal 
School.

Clinton, the county seat, is the oldest and largest 
town in Sampson county. It has not always been known by 
that name, however. Upon formation of the county in 
1784 the site was called Rhodes Cross Roads. Shortly 
after the courthouse was completed a post office was 
established and the name changed to Sampson Courthouse, 
N. C. This was in 1801. The name ‘Clinton’ was offic- 
ially given the village by Act of General Assembly in 
1848. It was incorporated in 1852. The town was named 
for Richard Clinton, an early political leader and the 
county’s first Register of Deeds. A historical marker 
on the courthouse lawn records his attainments. 

The growth of Clinton has been slow but steady. Now 
designated as a ‘city’ it is fast climbing to the top-as 
an industrial and marketing center. An auction produe 
market with office buildings, grading sheds, storage 
rooms, cotton platfom and poultry and egg market cover - 
ing a ten-acre plat is owned and operated by the city. 
A tobacco market was established in 1945. Two livestock 
markets are in operation throughout the year. One of the 
oldest cotton markets in the state is located here. 


Manufacturing plants produce lumber, fertilizer, ice 
cream, boats, meal, poultry and livestock feed, awnings, 
furniture, tobacco oil curers and home heating units. 
Plants for the manufacture of radio electronic parts, 
garments, and component parts for airplanes are schedul - 
ed to open this year. Several hundred people are expec~- 
ed to be employed in the three plants. 


A meat packing plant established in 1950 now processes 
3,000 or more hogs each week. Farmers in the area are 
paid close to eight million dollars ($8,000,000) yearly 
for hogs slaughtered by the firm. Around 100 people are 
employed on a full-time basis. 

A modern poultry processing plant furnishes employment 
to several people.

Parcel post is delivered all over the city. Three trucks 
are in operation. The district post office inspector is 
stationed in Fayetteville. District manager in charge of 
operation, Raleigh. 


The Clinton post office is the oldest in the county. 
It was established in 1801 as Sampson Courthouse. Joshua 
Knowlton was the first postmaster. The next was Michael 
Sampson, who served from 1805 to 1816. The first woman to 
serve was Miss Adelaide Lee, who was appointed in Septem- 
ber, 1865. The next, Mrs. Emma C. Johnson, took office in 
December of the same year. Both were appointed a few 
months after the close of the War Between the States, and 
while the county was still under military rule of the 
Federal Government. Mrs. Johnson served until May, 1866. 
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FIRST TOWN COMMISSIONERS 


The Act of General Assembly ratifying the certificate 
of incorporation on December 22, 1852, also appointed the 
first town commissioners. These were James M. Mosely, 
Isaac Boykin, Dr. Henry A. Bizzell, John R. Beaman and 
Alfred Johnson. 

It is interesting to note that no provision was made 
for the election of a mayor. Section 8: Be it further- 
enacted, That the commissioners of said town, at their 
first meeting after their appointment by the first sect- 
ion of this Act, and at their first meeting after an el- 
ection in each and every year hereafter, shall appoint 
one of their own body to act as Intendant of Police; they 
Shall also appoint one of their own body or some other 
fit person to be their Clerk, to act as such during their 
pleasure; and they shall also appoint a town Constable 
and a Treasurer, who shall hold their appointments for 
one year, or until others shall be appointed. 

Be it further enacted, That the Indendant of Police, 
when present, shall preside at all meetings of the comm- 
issioners, and shall be entitled to vote as commissioner, 
and in case of a tie, to give a casting vote. 

From this, and other sections of the Act, it appears 
that the Intendant of Police performed the same duties as 
those of present day mayors. He was allowed a fee of 
twenty cents for each judgement granted by him, and twenty 
for each execution, and ten cents for each subpoena. 

The first tax rate was fifty cents on the one hundred.. 
dollar valuation. 


The Act also provided that “All free white men of the 
age of twenty-one years, who have peen inhabitants of the 
said town six months immediately preceding the day of el- 
ection, and shall have paid a town tax, shall be entitled 
to vote for commissioners of said town.’

Roseboro, incorporated in 1891, is the second oldest 
and largest town in Sampson county. It is named for 
George McNeil Rose, prominent attorney for the old Cape 
Fear and Yadkin Valley Railroad Company, who selected the 
village then known as Owensville, as a site for a station 
for his company. 

Just when the village of Owensville was established is 
not certain. Proof that it began back of 1839 lies in 
the fact that a post office was opened there in July of 
that year. The Roseboro post office was established in 
1890. 

Three large brick manufacturing plants, the only ones 
in the county, are located here. With a total daily cap- 
acity of 120,000 bricks, the seventeen kilns provides 
both common and face brick, and drain wide. These prod- 
ucts are shipped all over eastern North Carolina. The 
annual payroll runs close to one-quarter million dollars. 

Other industries include lumber manufacturing, cotton 
mill, veneer plant, and feed mills. A produce auction 
market is operated during tne season.

The first postmaster to serve the Owensville post off- 
ice was Cotton Hall. He was appointed July 31, 1839, 
and served until 1845. Henry Owen served from August 
6, 1845, to June 29, 1847, when Cotton Hall again took 
over, this time serving until April 7, 1851, when Love 
Culbreth was appointed. 

The next postmaster was Thomas N. Culbreth, who served 
from January 25, 1854, until February 14, 1866, when 
Mrs. Mary Ann ‘Culbreth was appointed. James R. Harris 
became postmaster on July 1, 1867, but was in office 
slightly more than one month. John Smith took over on 
August 15, of that year and served until the post office 
was discontinued in 1869. 

It was re-established in 1878. Mrs. Jane Harris’ ser- 
ving as postmaster until April 18, 1900, when Street 
Brewer was appointed. Evidently the job of postmaster 
was not too popular that year. On May 17, Laura B. 
Sessoms took over, serving until August 14, when Repsie

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B. Brewer was sworn in. The postoffice was discontinued 
in 1907, when all mail was dispatched to Roseboro. 

The Roseboro post office was established in 1890. Sue 
D. Trulove was the first postmaster, serving from May 6, 
until December 3, 1890, when Eugenia L. Owen was appoint- 
ed. Philander M. Bullard was postmaster from August 3, 
1893, until April 11, 1896. In that year Samuel Vinson 
was appointed. Eugenia L. Owen took over again in 1897, 
serving until October 15, 1901, when William A. Fisher 
took over. Fisher held the office until April 29, 1914, 
when James M. Hall assumed the duties. He served until 
1921. In that year Clarence L. Fisher was appointed.

This marker to WILLIAM RUFUS KING, the first native of 
North Carolina to be elected Vice-President of the United 
States, is located on U. S. highway 701 about one mile- 
south of Newton Grove. King was elected to the North 
Carolina Legislature from Sampson county in 1806. He was 
re-elected for a second term, but resigned to become Sol- 
icitor of the Wilmington District, a position he held 
until taking his seat in the Twelth Congress in 1811. 

King settled in Alabama in 1818. Here he continued the 
brilliant political career begun in Sampson county, fina- 
lly reaching the second highest office in the land. He 
died at his home there in 1853, just a short time after 
taking the oath of office.

Newton Grove was incorporated in 1935. Exactly how it 
got its name is not known. That the village dates back 
to 1825 is proven by the U. S. postal records. In that 
year a postoffice was established at Coxe’s Store, the 
second oldest in the county. In 1848 the postoffice at 
Newton Grove and Monk’s Store was established. The mail 
from Coxe’s Store was sent to Newton Grove and that off- 
ice was discontinued in 1849. Monk’ s Store was discon- 
tinued in 1872, and the mail routed to Newton Grove. 

Today Newton Grove is one of the most thriving and 
beautiful villages in the South. The town is built a- 
round a landscaped traffic circle that forms a junction 
for U. S. highway 701, and N. C. 55, and 102. Although 
the town does not levy a tax rate, it has its own fire 
fighting equipment, 4 well equipped clinic, a bank and a 
post office in individual buildings. 


In addition to numerous stores and other business es- 
tablishments, the town also has a lumber manufacturing 
plant, livestock market, two cotton gins and a feed and 


grain mill.

Dobbersville, Newton Grove, N. C. 
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Monk’s Store was established February 7, 1848, with 
Archibald Monk as postmaster. Walter I.Craddock was ap- 
pointed May 29, 1867, and served until he was replaced 
July 10, 1868, by George W. Stith. Eugene Cox was next 
to take office. He served from February 22, 1869, until 
the post office was discontinued to Newton Grove October 
15 7e0LG la. 

John C. Vincent was the first postmaster of Newton 
Grove. He served from January 20, 1848, until July 28, 
1849, when Thomas L. Vincent took over. David E. Gran- 
tham served from September 28, 1851, until Blackman Lee 
was appointed June 9, 1854. John C. Monk was appointed 
April 20, 1866, and served until February 26, 1867, when 
Furney Langston became postmaster. Arthur Lee served 
from August 5, 1867, until he was replaced by Nathaniel 
K. Thornton on September 23, 1867. Thornton held the 
office until October 12, 1877, when William W. Cox was 
appointed. Thomas W. Underwood, Mrs. Euphemia A. Monk, 
were in office from October 31, 1877, through December 
3, 1895. Underwood again took over on this date and 
served until January 16, 1900, when Margaret A.Cox took 
over the office. 


Other post offices in the vicinity of Newton Grove in- 
cluded Timothy which operated from May 16, 1888, until 
March 25, 1904. Ransom West served during this period as 
postmaster. 

Hobbton was another. Julius C. Hobbs, and Edwin D. 
Hobbs served as postmaster from the time it was establ- 
ished in 1881, until it was discontinued April 18, 1904. 
Rosin Hill was near by. Josiah McPhail served as post- 
master from the time it was established on April 15, 
1899, until it was discontinued in 1904. (Jonah McPhail}. 


Bass post office was established December 8, 1879, with 
Jesse F. Wilson as postmaster. George W. Wilson was app- 
ointed November 22, 1905, and served until it wasdis- 
continued and mail sent to Timothy in 1907.

WILLIAM RUFUS KING, 1786 - 1853. He was elected Vice- 
President of the United States in 1852, but died shortly 
after taking the oath of office. A native of Sampson 
County, King had already risen to political prominence 
before moving to his adopted state, Alabama, where he was 
living at the time of his election to the second highest- 
office in the land, and where he died on April 18, 1853, 
of tuberculosis at the age of 67. He was never married. 

King realized the feeble state of his health shortly 


after the 1852 election and decided to spend the winter 


in Cuba. His condition did not improve, and as friends 


in the United States Senate realized this, a special bill 
was passed authorizing William M. Sharkey, U. S. Consul 
at Havana, to administer the oath of office. He was 
sworn in as Vice-President of the United States on March 
24, 1853, on the Ariadne estate, near Watangas, Cuba, the 
only U. S. Vice-President to take his oath of office - on 
fcreign soil. Feeling death near, he returned to his 
home at Cahaba, Alabama, where he died on April 187.7185) 
two days after reaching his destination. His native 
county has honored him by erecting a monument on the 
courthouse lawn. A picture hangs in the Superior court 
room, and the State Department of Archives and History 
has placed a historical marker near the site of his home 
at Newton Grove. A Clinton hotel was named for him. 
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DR. JOHN CARR MONK, who gained a new religion and found- 
ed a church because he read an article from a newspaper 
wrapped around medicines ordered from New York. The Cath- 
olic Church at Newton Grove was organized through his 
efforts. He died in 1872, five years after his convers- 
ion. His tombstone in the churchyard bears this inscrip- 
tion: John Monk, M. D., the Cornelius of this neighbor- 
hood, and under God the Founder of this Catholic Mission.

The history of Salemburg is very largely the history of 
its schools and colleges. The town derived its name from 
old Salem Baptist church, and when the postoffice was es- 
tablished it was necessary to add “burg” to Salem to 
distinguish it from the Salem in Forsyth county. 

Salemburg was incorporated in 1905. The town grew up 
around the schools and churches. The present population 
is around 500, and the schools bring in around 706 stud- 
ents from many states and foreign countries. 

The first high school ~— the old Salem Academy — was 
organized in 1874, with a board of ten trustees who erec- 
ted a two-room building and operated the school by priv- 
ate subscription until it was taken over by Prof. G. F. 
Edwards. The present Pineland College, Edwards Military 
Institute, and associated schools are the outgrowth of 
the old Academy. 


A garment factory employing 175 people with a monthly 
payroll of approximately $30,000, is located in Salemburg 
and a cucumber market is operated during the season. The 
town has 38 business establishments and three churches.

The town of Garland, like many others in Sampson county 
and the state, came into. being largely through the rail- 
roads. In 1885 the Cape Fear and Yadkin Valley Railway 
Company decided to extend its line from Fayetteville to 
Wilmington in order to link the western part of the state 
with the eastern part at Wilmington. 

Depots were planned by the company in Sampson county at 
Autryville, Roseboro, Parkersburg, Tomahawk, Kerr and 
Ivanhoe, but none at Sloan’s Crossing, now the town of 
Garland. The pioneer citizens of the community set to 
work to get a depot in their midst, and the fighting 
spirit and civic pride shown in this enterprise lives on 
today in the town’s progressive merchants, residents, and 
manufacturers. 

Not only Sloan’s Crossing, but Ingold, a thriving coun- 
try village with store and a postoffice located about 
four miles east, needed and wanted a railway line, since 
all of their freight was shipped by slow steamboats at 
Clear Run, the head of navigation on Black River. A mass 
meeting was called and Jeff D. Johnson, Sr., was sent to 
Greensboro to confer with railway officials of that com- 
pany. His trip was successful and a depot was built at 
Sloan’s Crossing. 

While the company was grading and building, the three 
pioneer merchants of the town, Jeff D. Johnson, Sr., and 
the late Edgar C. Herring and William Sloan, were erect- 
ing their store buildings, homes were under construction, 
and soon large numbers of people began to move into the 
village. 

Since a postoffice was to be established also, it be- 
came necessary that a permanent name be given the new 
town, so again a meeting of the citizens was called and 
various names were Offered. The name of Garland was 
suggested by the late Sam T. Johnson, after a second ass- 
istant postmaster general in the first Cleveland adminis- 
tration, and was adopted by poth the post office depart- 
ment and the railway company.

The late E. C. Herring was appointed the first depot 
agent. Charles Robinson was the first postmaster. He 
was appointed May 21, 1890, but only served until June 30 
of the same year. William Sloan served from 1890, until 
January 18, 1922. In that year Willis R. Smith took off- 
ice. The next postmaster was Mrs. Ethel L. Smith. The 
present postmaster is Mrs. Clarissa McDaniel. 

Garland is located about halfway between Clinton and 
Elizabethtown, 12 miles north of the famous White Lake 
summer resort. 

A shirt manufacturing plant gives employment to approx- 
imately 200 people, paying out monthly around $30,060 in 
salaries. A produce market operates during the season.

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OTHER TOWNS AND VILLAGES 


Smaller towns and villages in Sampson county include 
Turkey, Autryville, Harrells, Ivanhoe, Tomahawk, Ingold 
and Parkersburg. The first three are incorporated, and 
there is a postoffice in each of the villages. Autry- 
ville is the oldest in point of incorporation. 

Turkey is the only one of the incorporated towns that 
levies a tax rate. This is fifty cents (.50) on the $100 
valuation. J. E. Wright is mayor, and Mrs. Lucy William- 
son is postmaster. The oldest, and some say the largest 
Italian pepper market in the world is located in this 
small village of less than 200 population. The town was 
incorporated in 1913. 

The village of Turkey was first known as Spring Vale, 
or it was so designated by the United States postal de- 
partment. On February 11, 1845, a post office was estab- 
lished there with Edward Vail as postmaster. Others ser- 
ving in this capacity were Thomas W. Vail, Edward L. Fai- 
son, and Sallie E. Moore. It was discontinued May 6, 
1870. 

The Turkey post office was established August 10, 1889. 
Edward Mann was first postmaster. Edward T. Britt, Will- 


iam J. Shipp, Albert T. Britt and Mary B. Powell, also 
served as postmaster. Mrs. Lucy Williamson has served 
continuously since 1926. 

Harrells was first known as Harrells Store and was in- 
corporated as such in 1943. It was named for a man of 
the same name who kept a store there in the early 1840's. 
The ‘Store’ part was dropped and the town was re-incorpo- 
rated in 1955. Amos Carter is mayor. Franklin High 
School is located here, and there are several handsome 
business establishments and two modern church plants. 

A post office was established at Harrells Store in 1874 
with Algernon E. Colwell as postmaster. Mrs. Susan C. 
Carroll served next. She was followed by David F. Col- 
well. Present postmaster is Mrs. Madeline Jarmon. 

Autryville was incorporated in 1891, and for awhile 
appeared destined to grow into one of the larger towns of 
the county. With the coming of the railroad in that year 
and with the erection of several stores, it was an impor- 
tant trading center for Western Sampsonians. Slow comm- 
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erce and improved transportation facilities combined to 
draw trade elsewhere however, and finally the Atlantic 
Coast Line discontinued its station in 1937. 

It was named for Capt. J. L. ‘Jim’ Autry, who erected 
stores and established a trading center here back before 
the turn of the century. The town limits extend from 
South River on the west side one mile east along the Fay- 


etteville-Clinton highway (N. C. 24) and approximately 
one-half mile north-south. Estimated population is close 
to 200. Solomon J. Faircloth was the first postmaster. 
He was appointed March 4, 1890. The next was John L. 
Autry. Present postmaster is Ben B. Jaymes. The mayor is 
ie? beVinson;

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OLD POST OFFICES 


Beginning in 1801, when the first post office in the 
county was established as Sampson Courthouse, a copy of 
the postal returns now in the National Archives, show an 
unusual number of odd names and places. 

For instance, how many people know that Sampson county 
once boasted a town by the name of Atlanta? It did, and 
a post office was established there in 1871 with Alexand- 
er Merrit as postmaster. It was discontinued in 1874.

This two-story frame building at Harrells was erected 
in the early 1840’s. The lower floor is now used as a 
Youth Center and meeting place for the Franklin Grange. 
The top floor is the Woodmen of the World Lodge hall. 


It was origionally built as a school building and Mas- 
onic hall, with the school occupying the bottom floor and 
the Masons using the upstairs. With the exception of a 
coat of paint, new brick pillars, and the addition of a 
kitchen, the structure with its cypress log sleepers and 
heart pine weather boarding, remains pretty much in its 
origional condition except for a little front porch, which 
many of the older generation remember.

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ACT DIVIDING DUPLIN COUNTY 


Creation of Sampson 


This Act was passed at the first session of the General 
Assembly begun and held on April 19, 1784 at Hillsboro. 
(Original spelling and punctuation). 


I. Whereas by reason of the large extent of said coun- 
tyeutbeds: erearly inconvenient for the inhabitants to 
attend the courts and other public duties by law required; 

II. Be it therefore enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of North Carolina, and it is hereby enacted by 
the authority of the same, that from and after the pass- 
ing of this Act the said county of Duplin shall be divid- 
ed into two distinct counties by a line beginning on the 
line that divides Duplin from New Hanover county where 
the main road crosses Bultail, a branch of Rockfish Creek; 
and running thence a straight line to the lower bridge on 
Stewart’s Creek, from thence a direct line to Goshen 
swamp at the mouth of Young’s Swamp, thence due-north to 
the Wayne line; and all that part of the said county of 
Duplin which lies west of the above line, shall be estab- 
lished into a separate and distinct county by the name of 
Sampson. 


III. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, that Joseph Dickson, William Dickson, David Dodd, 
Edward Dickson and William Taylor, or a majority of them, 
be and they are hereby appointed Commissioners to run and 
lay off the said dividing line between the said county of 
Duplin and Sampson, and the same shall be recorded in the 
courts of said counties. 

Iv. And for the due administration of justice, be 10 
further enacted by the authority aforesaid, that justices 
of the peace shall be nominated and commissioned, and 
courts shall be held in the said county of Sampson in the 
same manner and with the same jurisdiction as justices in 
other courts have and exercise, and that the courts of 
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the said county of Sampson shall be held on the third 
Monday of June, September, December and March in every 
year; and the courts of the said county of Duplin shall 
be held by the justices on the third Mondays of January, 
April, July and October in each and every year. 

V. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
Said, that Thomas Hooks, John Whitehead, William Hubbard, 
Robert Southerland, Daniel Teachey, John Lanier, Edward 
Dickson and Daniel Hicks, or a majority of them be and 
they are hereby appointed Commissioners for fixing on the 
most centrical and convenient place in Duplin county 
for building a court house, prison and stocks, and for 
purchasing a quantity of land not exceeding five acres at 
such place and for the use and benefit of said county; 
and when the said place is fixed upon, and the said lands 
purchased, the said Commissioners or a majority of them 
Shall, and they are hereby empowered to contract with 
workmen for building and finishing thereat a court house, 
prison and stocks, and to take a deed or mesne conveyance 
for said land for the use of the county. ; 

VI. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
Said, that if any of the said Commissioners appointed by 
this Act die, remove or refuse to act, it shall and may 
be lawful for the remaining Commissioners to appoint an- 
other person in his stead, who shall and may use and ex- 
ercise the same power and authority as the Commissioners 
appointed by this Act. 


VII. And as it will be a considerable time before the 
Said buildings can be compleated, be it enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, that the first court to be held for 
the county of Sampson shall be held at the house of James 
Myhand, and the justices when met and formed a court, 
shall either continue to hold their subsequent courts at 
the said house until the court house shall be built, or 
shall have power to adjourn to any place more convenient 
in the said county, they having first duly qualified them- 
selves by the oaths prescribed by law in such cases, and 
the said Justices being so qualified, are hereby declared 
during their continuance in office, as well within their 
county courts as without, to have the same powers and au- 
thorities, and to be subject to the same forfeitures and 
penalties as Justices of the Peace in this State are 
liable to. 
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VIII. Andbe it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, that Richard Herring, Thomas Thornton, John Fort, 
John Owens, John Holley, Jonathan Parker and Thomas Ivey, 
be, and they or a majority of them are hereby appointed 
Commissioners to fix on a centrical and convenient place 
to erect the public buildings in the said county of Samp- 
son, and purchase five acres of land, and take a deed for 
the same as is directed for the county of Duplin, and to 
agree with a workmen to build a court house, prison and 
stocks for the use of the said county of Sampson. 

Ix. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, that the first court of the said county of Duplin 
shall be held at the public store of James James’ s, and 
the justices thereof may when met either continue to hold 
the courts there or adjourn to a more convenient place as 
they may judge best, and have, hold, and exercise all the 
powers and authorities that county courts in this State 
hold or enjoy; and that all causes, pleas and suits, and 
every species of controversy and litigation whatsoever 
now in the county court of Duplin, shall continue and be 
finally determined in the court of the said county of 
Duplin. 

X. And be it further enacted by ThoeeauLnOoniuye cd. Ore- 
said, that a tax of one shilling specie be laid on every 
hundred pounds taxable property, and a tax of one shill- 
ing on every poll within the said counties of Duplin and 
Sampson who do not possess one hundred pounds taxable 
property for two years, for the purpose of defraying the 
expenses and purchasing said lands, erecting the public 
buildings thereon, and reimbursing the said Commissioners 
what reasonable expences they may be at in the premises, 
which said taxes shall be collected in the same manner as 
other taxes are, and shall be paid into the hands of the 
Commissioners; for building the court house, &c. for the 
counties of Duplin and Sampson, the collector or collect- 
ors first deducting his or their commissions for the 
trouble of collecting and paying the same to the commiss- 
ioners; in case there shall remain any surplus after de- 
fraying the expences aforesaid, the same shall be applied 
by the county courts towards defraying the contingent 
charges of the same. 
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XI. And be it further enacted by the authority, that 
the said commissioners shall from time to time when call- 
ed on by their county court account for the monies by 
them received for the purposes aforesaid; and when the 
buildings shall be compleated and other expences paid, 
their said county courts on settlement with them may make 
a reasonable allowance for their trouble and expence, and 
apply the surplus if any as before directed. 


XII. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- 
said, that nothing herein contained shall be construed to 
stop or hinder the Sheriff or collectors of Duplin, as 
the same stood undivided, to make distress for fees or 
other dues which may be owing from the inhabitants of 
said county at the time of passing this Act, in the same 
manner as if it had never been made. 

XIII. Andbe it further enacted by the authority afore- 
Said, that the said county of Sampson shall be and remain 
part of the district of Wilmington, and shall furnish 
four freeholders to attend the superior court as Jurors 
at Wilmington aforesaid; and the said county of Duplin 
shall after the passing of this Act nominate and appoint 
four jurymen to attend the said superior court of Wil- 
mington. 


(Laws of North Carolina 1777-1788) 


In 1787 Sampson county along with Cumberland, Moore, 
Richmond and Robeson were placed in the Fayetteville dis- 
trict, with superior courts of law and equity held twice 
each year at the courthouse in Fayetteville. Sampson 
furnished six jurors for each term of court.

In 
a Signed statement several years ago, Mr. Lewis related 
that when he was a small boy his grandfather pointed out 
the grave beneath an oak tree, reminding him on several 
Occasions not to forget its location - that some day 
people would come looking for it. He said the Sampson 
graveyard had several initialed wood markers and was en- 
closed with a wood picket fence prior to a fire when he 
was about 15 years old. General Ashe died of smallpox 
while visiting at Sampson Hall in 1781. 
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CLINTON TN 1849 


An article appearing in the November 10, 1849, issue of 
THE NORTH CAROLINIAN, a weekly newspaper published in 
Fayetteville, relates many interesting facts pertaining 
to Sampson county and the politics of the day. This 
newspaper was established in March 1839, and continued 
until the War Between the States. The editors were H. L. 
Holmes and W. H. Payne, both strong proponents of the 
Democratic Party. 

The Reed referred to was David S. Reid, who was elected 
Governor of North Carolina that year. He won the Demo- 
cratic nomination over his opponent, W. S. Ashe. The 
article, probably written by one of the editors, is as 
follows: 

SAMPSON COUNTY -- Looking after our worldly affairs, 
we jogged down to Clinton on Monday last, to see what the 
Democracy of Sampson would do for us. (We used to think 
that the orthography ought to be S-a-m-s-o-n, so strong 
was the party in the faith; but having in the last August 
election turned from the firm Ash to give support to a 
splitfashioned Reed, we have lost 50 per cent of our con- 
fidence in it. Sam(p)son was indeed shorn of his locks 
in that contest). 

Being only willing to stay one day, when we ought to 
have stayed two, wedid not have time to stir up the lions 
much. We found Clinton just about where it was when we 
were there last; and Dr. McKoy, mine host of the “RX- 
change” still sticks to it that “nullification is the 
rightful remedy.” Really, we congratulate the Doctor 
that he looks as well as he did ten years ago, to our 
vision. 

The principal improvement we saw in Clinton is the 
regeneration of the Court House, ac. The old building 
was a one-story frame, cocked up on brick piers, like a 
martin box on a bean pole; and the clerks and other offi- 
cers were stowed away in the loft, where a stranger would 
never expected to have found anything but fleas and bed-- 
bugs. Now, the space under the Court room, that before 
was useless, has been enclosed with brick walls, having 
four doors and eight windows, and affords comfortable and 
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convenient offices for the county officers, where the 
people can transact their business without going into the 
garret. The brick part is neatly plastered in imitation 
of stone, and the old frame has been newly weatherboarded 
and painted and shuttered. The front is ornamented with 
a very neat cast iron balustrade. (We would suggest to 
the county authorities to put a plank floor to the balus- 
trade; as at present, persons standing under it, at the 
front door, are in great danger ~ not from the insecurity 
of the balustrade, but of being deluged with tobacco 
juice, or their eyes injured by saw dust. No seat of 
justice should be obnoxious to the charge of throwing 
dust in the people’s eyes). 

The old fence that used to Ere Teee the Court yard, and 
that we always thought was a nuisance, (for it is trouble 
enough to go to Court, to dispense with climbing a fence 
after you get there,) has been removed, leaving an open 
Square. A Court House need not have a fence, though re- 
sorted to for defence. 

A proposed improvement is the removal of the jail from 
its present locality within shakehand distance of the 
Court House, to a distance of some 200 yards on the road 
to Fayetteville. (Or rather a new Jail is to be built 
there). We saw the hole from which the prisoners recent- 
ly escaped. It is said that they cut their way (by a 
long and persevering effort) through the floor and sleep- 
ers, with only a penknife and a nail. Once through the 
floor, they removed the brick foundation with but little 
trouble. (There is nothing like “hitting the nail on the 
head,” even if it takes a long time to do it). 

Clinton has not improved a great deal in the way of 
building, but the stores are well filled with goods, and 
they do a flourishing business. Clinton gets a great 
deal of trade that used to come to Fayetteville. We were 
Surprised to learn that the farmers can always command 
eight cents for their bacon, when it is from five to seven 
only in Fayetteville; and corn is never less than 50 and 
sometimes 60 cents. This, however, isall barter business. 
They don’t pay these prices in cash. Of course the cash 
price is better in Fayetteville. But we are told that 
some sell their produce in Fayetteville for cash, and go 
back to Clinton to buy their supplies. The unavoidable 
inference is that there is some inducement that produces 
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such a transaction as that; and that inducement must be 
at least the saving of the hauling, supposing the prices 
are the same in both places; (and we can hardly conclude 
that Clinton can afford goods cheaper than Fayetteville, 
unless her merchants are like the fellow who got a cheap 
coat by stealing the cloth and cheating the tailor out of 
the making of it). 

But without joking, they are monstrous clever people in 
Sampson; and we like them amazingly; but to speak the 
candid truth, we do not think they patronize the Carolin- 
ian quite as handsomely as the case will admit of. We 


could say a good many pretty things about Sampson, and we 
will do it, if she will just grease our nib with a little 
more of the oil of patronage. 

We think that at least every family in Clinton ought to 
take the Carolinian; the DEMOCRATS for our sake, and the 
WHIGS for their own sake; for we shall take particular 
pains to tell the latter a good deal more about the short 
comings Of whigdom, than they will see in their whig 
primers. 

A very pretty optical illusion may be noticed on the 
road to Sampson: At the fork of the road, near the 7 
mile post, is a sandhill, where the sand is very deep and 
very white, for probably a quarter of a mile. To avoid 
this sandhill, a road is made around it, and the view 
presented of this white knoll, as seen at the distance of 
a few hundred yards, through the little scrubby black 
jacks, presents a strong resemblance to a Sheet of water.

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Sampson County Biography 


WILLIAM RUFUS KING (1786-1853). Vice President of the 
United States. A Sampson county native who began his 
brilliant political career in Clinton. Son of William 
and Margaret Devane King. Educated at Grove Academy, 
Kenansville; Donaldson Academy, Fayetteville; and the 
University of North Carolina. First political office was 
Sampson county Representative to the House of Commons. 
Others: Solicitor of Wilmington District; U. S. Repre- 
sentative to Congress from this district; Secretary to 
Legation of American Embassy Italy and Russia; U. S. Sen- 
ator from Alabama; Minister to France. Died April 18, 
1853, at age 67. He took oath of office as Vice Presi- 
dent in Cuba on March 1, 1853, but death claimed him be- 
fore he could serve. He never married. Many collateral 
descendants live in Sampson county and in other counties 
and states. 


GABRIEL HOLMES (1769-1829). Served three terms (1821- 
1824) as Governor of North Carolina. (Term of office at 
that time was for one year and the Governor was elected 
by joint ballot of the two houses of the General Assem- 
bly). 

He was the sonof Gabriel Holmes and Mary Caison Holmes. 
Married Mary Smith Hunter, daughter of Theophilus Hunter 
of Wake County. Governor Holmes was born and reared in 
Sampson county. He is buried in a lost, unmarked grave 
said to be somewhere in the vicinity of the State prison 
camp near Clinton. He attended Parnassus Academy tn Row- 


an county, and probably other institutions of higher 
learning. Although published sketches of his life indi- 
cate that he graduated from Harvard College, there is no 
record in the archives that he martriculated there. 

He read law under Judge John Lewis Taylor of Wake coun- 
ty, who later became Chief Justice of the North Carolina 
Supreme Court. He was admitted to the bar in 1790, and 
opened a law office in Clinton. He represented Sampson 
county in the House of Commons in 1794 and 1795 and served 
in the State Senate from 1797 to 1802, and again in 1812 
and 1813. 
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Gabriel Holmes was elected Governor in 1821, and served 
three one-year terms. He was elected as U. S. Represen- 
tative to Congress from this district in 1825, an office 
he was holding at the time of his death in 1829. 

Governor Holmes was a member of the Board of Trustees 
of the University of North Carolina from 1801 to 1804 and 
again from 1817 to 1819. 


THEOPHILUS HUNTER HOLMES (1804-1880). Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral in the Confederate Army, and the highest ranking 
officer in North Carolina during the War Between the 
States. Son of Governor Gabriel Holmes and Mary Hunter 
Holmes. Born in Sampson county. Appointed Cadet to West 
Point by Secretary of War, John C. Calhoun. Graduated in 
Same class with Robert E. Lee and Joseph E. Johnston. 
Upper-classman Jefferson Davis was good friend. Resigned 
commission as Brevet Major in U. S. Army to accept ap- 
pointment by President Jefferson Davis as Brigadier-Gen- 
eral in the Confederate Army on April 22, 1861. Married 
Laura Wetmore of Cumberland county. Buried in McPherson 
cemetery near Fayetteville in same grave with wife. Body 
of wife, along with tombstone, was sent to Fayetteville 
from Governor’s Island, New York, several years prior to 
General Holmes’s death. According to a granddaughter, 
the grave was opened when he died and his remains placed 
with those of his wife. His name was chiseled on the 
stone above her grave. 


RICHARD CLINTON (1721-1796). The county seat of Samp- 
Son county is called Clinton as a compliment to Richard 
Clinton, one of the Revolutionary patriots of the vicini- 
ty. Who his parents were, or from whence he came is not 
definitely known. Neither is his relationship to John 
Sampson who named him as an heir to a great portion of 
his vast estate, and who earlier had deeded him several 
hundred acres of land, merely stating in the deed, “for 
the natural love and affection for which I bear him.” 

The town of Clinton is located on a portion of this 
Sampson gift to Richard Clinton, who in 1784 sold five 
acres to the county officials for the purpose of erecting 
a courthouse, jail and stocks, andother public buildings. 
The price of the five acres of land was five shillings. 
According to the deed, historians who make the statement 
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that he gave the land, are in error. 

Where Richard Clinton obtained his education is also 
unknown, but that he was a gentleman of distinction is 
proven by his record. In 1763 he married Penelope Kenan, 
daughter of Thomas Kenan. He served as Register of Deeds 
of Duplin County for a period of ten years. In 1775 he 
represented Duplin County in the Provincial Congress held 
at Hillsborough, which convention, on August 21 of that 
year approved adherance to the famous resolutions, which 
had been adopted by the General Congress at Philadelphia, 
on August 20, 1774. 

In February, 1776, Richard Clinton organized a company 
of militia minute-men from upper Duplin, and as Captain 
of the company took part in the defence of Wilmington 
against the British. Other militia honors conferred on 
him was his appointment as Colonel of Cavalry in 1787 and 
Brigadier General of the Fayetteville District. 

Upon the establishment of the State Government of North 
Carolina by the adoption of the Constitution at Halifax 
in 1776, Richard Clinton was one of the first members 
elected to the House of Commons from Duplin, and he con- 
tinued as a representative from Duplin in each succeeding 
annual session until the creation of Sampson County at 
the April Session of 1784. 

After the establishment of Sampson County, Richard Clin- 
ton was elected as its first Senator to the Fall Session 
of 1784, and was reelected as Senator from Sampson for 
eight of the following annual sessions of the General 
Assembly. He was also elected as one of the Representa- 
tives from Sampson to the General Conventions held at 
Hillsborough in 1788 and at Fayetteville in 1789, called 
to consider adoption by North Carolina of the Federal 
Convention held at Philadelphia in 1787. He was one of 
the first Justices of Sampson county, and served as its 
first Register of Deeds. 

The Clintons had seven children, three sons and four 
daughters, and their descendants are legion among the 
prominent families of Sampson, throughout the State, and 
in many other States. Richard Clinton died in 1796, aged 
75 years, and is buried near the town which bears his 
name. The location of his grave is unknown. 

An interesting fact concerning Richard Clinton has re- 
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cently been unearthed which deals with a curious old 
brooch, now in the hands of a Georgia branch of the fami- 
Ly: 

The brooch, which is oval shaped and made of hair, is 
contained in a plain gold frame and is one of the most 
exquisite pieces of art of the 18th century of its kind. 
It represents a woman leaning on an urn shaped tomb under 
a weeping willow tree. The tomb and woman look like a 
finely painted picture and the inscription is plainly 


visible.’ The inscription reads “R. C.,. Jan. 23, 17965 
and is the picture of the tomb of Gen. Richard Clinton. 
The woman is his wife, Penelope Kenan. The picture is in 
the tints of brown and white, but is supposed to be made 
of the famous red hair of the Clintons. 


COLONEL JOHN SAMPSON, for whom the county of Sampson is 
named, was born in North Ireland, date unknown. Exactly 
when he came to North Carolina is uncertain, but it was 
probably around 1730. His name first appears in the pub- 
lic records in 1734. That he was a man of high attain- 
ments is shown by the leading role he took in the early 
life of the colony. As early as 1749 he was serving as 
Sheriff of New Hanover county, and when the town of Wil- 
mington was established in 1760, he had the distinction 
Of being elected as its first Mayor. 

He owned 12,000 acres of land, the center of which was 
the present site of Clinton. Here he established his 
home and built a palatial residence which he called Samp- 
son Hall. No traces of this home now remains. The site 
is located about one and one-half miles from Clinton, a 
Short distance from the Goldsboro road. 

John Sampson served as a member of the Council of three 
Colonial governors, being first appointed by Governor 
Dobbs in 1761, a position he held until Dobbs’ death in 
1765. He received subsequent appointments to the Legis- 
lative Councils of Governor Tryon and Governor Josiah 
Martin. He held this last office until the collapse of 
the royal government, when Governor Martin was forced to 
take refuge on a British man-of-war in the Cape Fear Riv- 
er. Upon formation of the new state government he was 
appointed by Governor Richard Caswell as a member of his 
Legislative Council, but declined, giving old age and bad 
health as his reason. 
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Sampson was also active in military affairs. As Cap- 
tain of militia he led a group of 104 men in the Spanish 
Alarm campaign in 1748 to drive out Spanish buccaneers 
who had been harrassing settlers around Brunswick and 
other points on the Cape Fear River. He also had a part 
in the famous Stamp Act incident. In 1754 he was named 
Lt. Colonel and in 1768 Lt. General of Duplin militia. 

He is buried beside his wife in an unmarked grave near 
the site of his home. He had no children. Heirs named 
in his will are James Sampson, grand-nephew; Richard 
Clinton, no identity; Ann Clinton, daughter of Richard 
Clinton; and various slaves - some of whom he gave cloth- 
ing. He died in 1784. 

General John Ashe, hero of the Revolution and a leader 
in the Stamp Act resistance, is buried in the Sampson 
graveyard. Captured through the treachery of a servant 
by the British, General Ashe was confined in Major Craig’s 
Bull Pen in Wilmington, but was placed on parole when he 
apparently became ill with smallpox. 

He was on the way to Hillsboro to join his family when 
he stopped to rest at the home of his good friend, John 
Sampson. His condition worsened, making it impossible to 
continue his journey. He died at Sampson Hall in 1781, 
and was buried in the Sampson graveyard. His grave site 
was located several years ago. 

Another prominent guest at Sampson Hall in 1781 was 
William Hooper, one of the signers of the Declaration of 
Independence. 


MICAJAH AUTRY (1794-1836). A Sampson county native who 
died with Davy Crockett in the Battle of the Alamo, San 
Antonio, Texas, 1836. His parents were Theophilus and 
Flizabeth Crumpler Autry, who moved to Cumberland county 
where they died around 1840. The following obituary no- 
tice was taken from a Fayetteville paper: 

“Major Micajah Autry - We have received a letter from 
Tennessee informing us that this gentleman was one of the 
gallant volunteers who fell at the storming of the Alamo 
in San Antonio, Texas. He was a native of Sampson county 
but from the age of six years until the year 1823, when 
he was about 28 years of age, he resided in this County 
with his father, Mr. Theophilus Autry. Between the ages 
17 and 18, he volunteered in Captain Lord’s Company, and 
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marched to Wilmington, when the place was threatened by 
the British. He afterwards joined the Army at Charleston 
and remained in the service until the peace in the Spring 
OL IPGL. 

On his return in consequence of bad health, which pre- 
vented his labouring on the farm, he directed his attent- 
ion to literary pursuits and soon qualified himself for 
teaching. In 1823 he moved to Hayesboro, Tennessee. Here 
he studied law and was admitted to the bar at Nashville 
in 1828 or ’29. In 1831 he removed to Jackson, in the 
Western District of Tennessee where he practiced law un- 
til November 1, when he volunteered in the cause of Tex- 
as. He has left a wife and two children in Tennessee, 
and his aged father and other relatives in this County.” 

Micajah Autry was one of Davy Crockett’s Volunteers. 
He was a close friend and neighbor of Crockett, and of 
Andrew Jackson. He was a visitor at the Hermitage on 
many occasions. Each year during the annual Summer Fron- 
tier Festival at San Antonio, a special Micajah Autry day 
is observed. A full length oil painting by John Francis 
Lewis depicting Autry after firing at General Santa Anna, 
who had ventured almost into range at the final siege of 
the Alamo, hangs in the Alamo Museum. His name appears 
near the top of a magnificent marble monument dedicated 
to the heroes of the Alamo. 

One of Autry’s great-grand-daughters lives in Texas. 
Many collateral descendants live in Sampson county, and 
in the western part there is a town - Autryville - named 
for one of them. 


JAMES KENAN (1740-1810). Planter, soldier, legislator. 
Represented Duplin County in the North Carolina Legisla- 
ture, 1777-1783, 1787-1793; Lieutenant Colonel North Car- 
Olina Militia, American Revolution; appointed Brigadier 
General, State Militia; member of the first Board of Trus- 
tees of the University of North Carolina; married Sallie 
Love. 


JAMES MOORE (1729-1785). Planter, soldier, goldsmith. 
Married Ann Thomson in 1760; enlisted in the North Caro- 
lina militia for Revolutionary service in 1776. Was the 
grandfather of Thomas Overton Moore, Governor of Lousiana 
during the War Between the States. His home is still 
standing near Clinton. 
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ROBERT HERRING WRIGHT (1870-1934). A prominent North 
Carolina Educator born on his father’s farm near Ingold 
in Sampson county. Dr. Wright was the first president of 
East Carolina Teachers College, serving from 1909 until 
his death 25 years later. He was the son of John Crom- 
artie Wright and Bettie Vaiden Herring Wright. During 
the 25 years of his presidency he had seen the school of 
which he was first president, grow from an institution 
of about 175 students to a college of more than 1,000. 


JAMES FRANKLIN HIGHSMITH, organizer of the Hospital 
Association of North Carolina, was born September 1868, 
near Roseboro. After graduation from Wake Forest Coll- 
ege, he studied medicine at Jefferson Medical College in 
Philadelphia, where he graduated in 1889. He was married 
the same year to Mary White, also of Sampson. 

He went to Fayetteville on October 1, 1889, and located 
for general practice. Here, in 1896, he built one of the 
first private hospitals in North Carolina. He was the 
chief surgeon until his oldest son, James Highsmith, 
graduated in surgery and joined the hospital staff. The 
present hospital ranks as one of the most outstanding in 


the South. 

Dr. Highsmith organized the first Hospital Association 
of North Carolina and was elected president of it in 1916. 
For many years he was a member of the House of Delegates 
of the American Medical Association. He died in 1940 at 
his 1800 acre farm near Roseboro. 


DAVID DODD ( -1813). Planter, soldier. Came origi- 
nally from North Ireland and married Elizabeth Boykin; 
enlisted in the Revolutionary Army on March 4, 1776, and 
served bravely throughout the war. He was a leader among 
the patriots and was much sought after by the British. 
Member North Carolina Legislature, representing Sampson 
County 1785, 1786, 1787; member of the first Board of 
Trustees, Grove Academy, 1780; member of the committee to 
lay out the town of Lisburn; Sheriff of Sampson County, 
1788. 

WILLIAM FAISON (1791-1857). Planter, largest slave- 
holder in Sampson County. Was master of five hundred 
slaves; lived on Six Runs at Elliot; married Susan Mose- 
ley, a sister of Governor William Moseley of Florida. 
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RICHARD HERRING (1726-1803). Operated a gun manufactur- 
ing plant with partner John Devane during the Revolution- 
ary War. He lived on Black River near the old town of 
Lisbon, and in this vicinity (about four miles east of 
Ingold) there has been erected a monument by Herring des- 
cendants. 

The gun manufacturing plant along with several finished 
rifles and gun stocks was destroyed by Tories early in 
the war. Because of this, the General Assembly later 
cancelled a debt of One Thousand Pounds, loaned earlier 
for the manufacture of arms. 

Richard Herring owned a large plantation and operated 
a general store, blacksmith shop and tannery. His journ- 
al, kept from 1783 through 1833, is of great interest. In 
it he recorded business transactions from day to day, and 
at intervals wrote of family and community happenings. 
The faded pages of this old journal tells of the first 
known school in Sampson county - that of William Sharp- 
les, set up on the first day of March uy, - and evident- 
ly financed by Richard Herring. ; 

He was one of the first Justices appointed when Sampson 
county was set up in 1784, and served as chairman of a 
special committee to select a site for the county seat, 
to build a courthouse and jail, and to erect a set of 
stocks. 

Numerous descendants live in Sampson county, and in 
Other counties and states. 


DR. JOHN CARR MONK (1827-1877). A medical doctor of 
Sampson county who founded a church and gained a new re- 
ligion because he read newspaper wrappings around bottles 
of medicine shipped to his drug store at Newton Grove. 

Dr. Monk was a member of the Goshen Methodist church 
until soon after the War Between the States. He liked an 
article in the rumpled newspaper wrapping dealing with 
the Catholic faith and wrote asking that the nearest 
Bishop send more information. Soon afterward, Dr. Monk 
and several members of his families were converted to the 
Catholic faith. He gave the land on which Holy Redeemer, 
the present church is located. His grave is in the church 
graveyard. 
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Sndian Mound: 


There are several Indian mounds in Sampson county. Of 
particular interest is the one nearest Clinton. Men are 
still living who as schoolboys went with the teachers to 
excavate this mound - using only picks and shovels. An 
article by Prof. J. A. Holmes in Sprunt’s Chronicles of 
the Cape Fear describes the findings: 

“tn Sampson county the localities of several mounds 
have been noted; only one of these, however, so far as I 
have been informed, has been examined with care. This 
one was examined by Messrs. Phillips and Murphy of the 
Clinton School, is located about two and one-half miles 
west of Clinton, on the eastern exposure of a small hill. 
In general character it resembles similar mounds examin- 
ed in Duplin county. Base circular, 40 feet in diameter; 
height, three andone-half feet; soil sandy loam, resembl- 
ing that surrounding the mound. Contents consisted of 
small fragments of charcoal, two bunches of small shell 
beads, and parts of 16 human skeletons. These skeletons 
were not distributed uniformly throughout the portion of 
the mound examined. At one place there were 9, at an- 
other 6, and at a third 5 skeletons, lying close to, and 
in some cases on top of, one another. 

The small shells were found in bunches under two skulls; 
they are the (Marginella roscida, Redfield) type, and had 
their ends ground off. The bones were generally soft 
from decay. No bones were found below surface level, and 
there was no evidence that excavations had been made be- 
low this point. No stone implements of any kind were 
found in this mound. Only one-half of this mound was ex- 
amined.” 

The school referred to was the old Clinton Male Academy 
on what was then known as the Averysboro road. It is now 
known as Barden Street, and is the former home of Miss 
Azile Sandling. A porch has been added to the building, 
but other than that, it remains pretty much as built in 
1856. The school closed sometime prior to 1898, and the 
property passed into private hands. 

Other locations of Indian mounds include one near the 
fire tower at Tomahawk; another near Piney Grove school; 
one in the vicinity of Roseboro. Artifacts have been 
found by amateur explorers at these sites.

BY E. M. BULLARD 


Early in March of 1865 one division of Sherman’s Army, 
composed largely of Indiana, Illinois, and Ohio troops, 
broke camp at Blockersville (now Stedman) and began their 
march through Sampson County. A troop of Confederate 
Cavalry under the command of General Joseph Wheeler had 
burned the bridge that spanned South River just north of 
the present town of Autryville and had thrown up breast 
works on the edge of the sand ridge that borders South 
River at this point and gave battle to the oncoming army. 


When the smoke of a short but intense battle had cleared 
away it was learned that two or three had been killed on 
each side and several wounded. One of the first to fall, 
it was reported, was a Yankee Captain who rode his horse 
up to the edge of the stream to see why the troop move- 
ment had stopped. It was then the battle began as the 
captain was immediately shot from his horse. Several 
were wounded while the Union Troops were withdrawing to 
the high land on the west side of the stream. The Union 
forces attacked with a battery of artillery and soon dis- 
lodged the Confederates. 

It was thought that the Confederates might have escaped 
without casualties except for the work of one very adven- 
turous Yankee who followed the run of the river beyond a 
bend to the east and climbed a tree where he could see 
some of the rebs behind the breast works. After he had 
killed and wounded several he was located and promptly 
shot from his perch. 

About the time the Union forces began to come across 
the stream on foot pontoons, Wheeler’s troops mounted 
their horses and rode away to destroy the bridge across 
Big Swamp where the Old Stage Road crossed that stream. 

A few shots were exchanged between the rear guard of 
Wheeler’s cavalry and the Union forces, but the size of 
the stream did not provide a suitable place for any deter- 
mined stand. They continued eastward and established 
camp in and around the village of Owenville which was the 
Only village in Sampson County west of Clinton at that 
time. The report is to the effect that they maintained 
a camp here for several days. 
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The basis of these observations is knowledge acquired 
through talking with my parents and grandparents and 
uncles, several of whom were Confederate soldiers, and 
several other Confederate soldiers who lived in this sec- 
tion which lay deep in the heart of ‘The Territory’. 
These observations will be confined to this particular 
section. 

We have no desire to recount the hardships suffered or 
rehash the bitterness that was engendered as a result of 
this march and the devastation it wrought. 

I would like, however, to relate a few incidents that 
occurred during this historic march. 

During the artillery attack at South River a cannon 
ball cut down a large pine about one mile east of the 
river. Presumably this ball careened off the pine and 
buried itself about three miles southeast in the field of 
William Butler. R. L. Butler, the youngest son of Will- 
iam, plowed it up several years later, and it now rests 
deep in the mud of Cow Branch near the home of John But- 
ler, a grandson of William Butler. 7 

The weather boarding of Pleasant Union Baptist Church, 
located on the east side of Big Swamp, was Stripped off 
and used to place in the mud to enable Sherman to get his 
wagon train and artillery across the stream. 

From this stream most of the next two miles eastward of 
the Red Clay road had been so softened by heavy and con- 
tinuous rains that the Army had tocut poles and lay cross 
wise the road so they could get their rolling equipment 
through. Some sections of the poles remained until with- 
in the 1890’S. 

Perhaps the most tragic incident occurred at the home 
of Thomas Bullard who lived about one mile north from 
Pleasant Union Church. An old maid aunt of Thomas Bullard 
lived with him and owned a saddle horse which she had 
ridden up to the time she was about 65 years olds) fEhe 
horse was sleek and fat. A Yankee Captain who had been 
in command of the foraging party that raided the barns on 
this farm decided he wanted to trade his badly jaded 
horse for this one so he bridled Miss Ester Bullard’s 
horse but she clung to the horse’s neck. Be it .Sadidgan 
favor of this officer, he deferred to her age and removed 
his bridle - bridled and saddled up his old horse and he 
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and his orderly rode away, after seeing all other members 
of the raiding party disappear. He waited several minutes 
near by until Miss Bullard returned to the dwelling then 
dashed back and made the exchange before Miss Bullard 
could get out to the lot. 


He rode away on the horse of Ester Bullard, but in a 
few minutes the horse came back to the lot gate. The 
horse had thrown the captain and injured him to the ex- 
tent he died in camp at Owenville (now Roseboro) and was 
buried near the crest of the hill of Little Coharie below 
the John T. Fisher Mill Dam. We believe all of the gen- 
eration living in this section at that time have passed 
beyond, and so far as we have been able to learn every 
one of us that have since come this way and had heard of 
this incident had about forgotten it or dismissed it from 
our minds. But, and this is a strange or unexpected but, 
about 88 years after this burial took place, or was sup- 


posed to have taken place, a few Cub Scouts went out to 
Select a place for a night’s “camping out.” They selec- 
ted a nice high and dry ridge between a gravel pit and 
Little Coharie Swamp. Then one of the boys looked around 
and saw a concrete marker that very much resembled a head- 
stone marker of a grave. There is no other evidence of a 
8rave near this spot, and no other marker has been seen 
in this section that even slightly resembles this one in 
workmanship, materials, or design. Is this the Yankee 
Captain’s grave? 


There is one other incident without which this narrative 
would be incomplete. At that time when near famine was 
riding the bleak winds of March, 1865, there lived an 
attractive maiden on a sandy knoll about one mile south- 
east from Pleasant Union Church by the name of Eliza 
Lucas, the daughter of Sheridan Lucas. 

In Sherman’s army there was a stalwart lad, seasoned 
and developed by many battles and skirmishes in Sherman’s 
800 mile march, by the name of John Smith, whose original 
home was Indiana. While Sherman’s men were capturing the 
Lucas’ corn and meat, this fair lady was capturing this 
Yankee soldier. They married. He never returned to In- 
diana. Their descendants now reside on the same farm 
hard by Big Swamp’s rippling waters.
